Speaker: Karl H. Maslowski 

Subject: "GONE WITH THE WILDERNESS" 

Mr. Maslowski, an ace photographer, has 
contributed much motion picture footage to Walt 
Disney's True Life Adventure series, MGM, 
Standard Oil Company, and the Ohio Division 
of Wildlife and the Pennsylvania Game Com- 
mission. He has travelled widely throughout 
the country adding to his fine collection of color 
film on North American animal life. 

In this fourth of the current series of 
Audubon Screen Tours, Mr. Maslowski is con- 
cerned with environment, of what natural wonders 
are lost when a forest falls under a power saw 
attack or when a marsh is drained or filled, or 
when a prairie is transformed into a suburb. 
The film is enhanced by a sound-effects optical 
track and time lapse photography. It is a par- 
ticularly effective contribution to the cause of 
conservation.

‘ Miss Louise A. Boyd, a Fellow of the 
Academy since 1939 and an Honorary Member 
since 1949, has made a gift of a collection of 
books to the J. W. Mailliard, Jr., Library. Out- 
standing in her gift are twelve albums, ''Birds 
and Trees of North America™ by Rex Brasher. 
These particularly beautiful books, published in 
1929, three-quarter leather bound, are illustrated 
with 768 hand-colored plates, most specimens 
painted life-size and shown associated with 
proper vegetation. The original edition was 
limited to 500 copies of which Miss Boyd's val- 
uable gift was number 78. It is now housed in 
the Lucie Stern Rare Book room at the Academy. 

Miss Boyd is an internationally known ex- 
plorer and geographer.

Meet the Staff 


PAUL G. BRISLAWN, Secretary to the Board of 
Trustees and Assistant Treasurer of the Academy, was 
raised on a large wheat ranch near Sprague, Washington. 
His early business life found him occupied in banking 
and later accounting with various Pacific Northwest 
firms in Coeur d'Alene, Mullan and Wallace, Idaho and 
Spokane, Washington. 

In 1939, when the Callahan Zine Lead Company 
moved its offices to New York, he resigned his posi- 
tion and proceeded to San Francisco and a job as ac- 
countant for the Goldfield Consolidated Mines Company, 
operators of gold mines, lead and zinc properties and 
engaged in dredging and hydraulic mining. It also 
operated the largest chrome mine in the United States. 
During his career with Goldfield, he became head of 
the accounting department as well as an officer of the 
company and several subsidiaries, occupations which 
continued until the removal of its offices to Denver in 
July, 1962. 

"Believe it or not'', he commented, "The 
Academy became a major hobby the first year we were 
in San Francisco. I had no idea how important a role 
it would play in my later life, but it certainly has!" 
In January 1953, he was appointed to his present posi- 


tion of Secretary to the Board and Assistant Treasurer. 


Upon the change in the Goldfield operations, Mr. 
Brislawn became Senior Accountant on the Academy 
staff, a further strengthening of his basic ties. 

With his wife Flossie, he still lives in the 
San Francisco home which they purchased almost im- 
mediately upon arrival. Both the Brislawns serve the 
community in various capacities, Mrs. Brislawn's 
particular interest being with foreign students. They 
are enthusiastic about the visual arts and are regular 
visitors to the local galleries. 

When holidays permit, a particular joy is 
going camping and fishing with four very special grand- 
children, Judy, Stephen, Dale and Scott who reside on 
Mercer Island, Washington.
